Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomi is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representatives, Hiro Takagi, and Obert Chu argue that 
the prior art of reference does not disclose a system that create user profile based predetermined condition using 
messages directed to the user. Instead, Eichsaedt teaches a system that collects metadata from outgoing user 
messages. In addition claims 5, and 7 disclose that the predetermined conditions comprise a URL or a forwarded 
message, and that the prior art of record does not teach these limitations. The Examiner will review the prior art of 
record in light of these points of contention upon submission of a reply.
